The Trial Will Bring to Light Certain Facts which 
Show a Motive Whereby Capitalist Interests 
are Served by the Persecution.

The 
granting of the motion would have 
brought the fight out into the open and 
the defendant would have been granted 
the greatest chance cossible under the 
law for his life. And is it not the 
solemn duty of the State to protect the 
defendant in all of his rights? That is 
what the cspousers of the modern state 
have solemnly taught. Haywood en- 
trapped and in the dark today, exempli- 
fies the labor movement, maneuvered as 
it is by the master minds of the capital- 
i-tic state. Haywood stands as the em- 
bodiment of the cause of labor today.

Justice, but we have not received the 
crumbs of Justice since our brothers 
were kidnaped by the corporate pow- 
ers of wealth through the agencies of 
the State under the forms of law. The 
trial begins today and Honorable Judge 
Fremont Wood by his decision yester- 
day indicates that the strict letter of the 
law will be adhered to. One of the 
chief reasons assigned why he consider- 
ed it would be an abuse of judicial dit 
cretion to grant Haywood's motion for a 
specific statement of the act or acts he 
is to be charged with and tried for. was 
that the defendant had waived his right 
by pleading. Another reason found by 
the judge for denying the motion was 
the "solemn" declaration of Haywood * 
counsel upon several occasions of re- 
peated statements of rcadi.icss f-" trial. 

It is significant that in this, the great- 
est trial of modern times, the defendant 
has been kept in darknev surrounded by 
mysteries and threatened with a thou- 
sand surprises when ih? evidence shall 
be produced in court. The whole case 
seems to have been worked up by the 
detective associatici • and they have 
used various organs of the State in the 
preparation of the case; not a move 
seems to have been made but what it 
has heen in accord with the outline 
marked out by the detectives. The gov- 
ernor has played a part; the first man 
of the nation has dispatched his valet 
with a message to Idaho and he himself 
has spoken from the throne; the Legis- 
lature responded with $too,ooo; the press 
will always play a part for the interest 
that it serves ; and now comes the Court 
of the Third Judicial District of the 
Stire of Idaho in and for Ada county. 
Whatsoever this Court shall sow the

only the rights of man and not the 
rights of corporate wealth may enter 
into this case. They cannot prove that 
Haywood deliberately planned with Or- 
chard the assassination of Ex-Governor 
Steunenburg. That should be the issue 
of this case and the State should be 
required to prove beyond a reasonable 
doubt that Haywood did plan with Or- 
chard to do the deed. And circumstan- 
tial evidence that Haywood was a union 
officer when something was done con- 
trary to law by some one unknown 
(probably a Pinkerton at that) a thou- 
sand miles away in another State and at 
a time t >te from all events directly 
connected with the Ex-Governor's death, 
should have no weight.

Gooding in Plot 

Against the Defense 

Boise. Idaho, May 17.— A tre- 
mendous sensation was created this 
in. mine as soon as court opened to 
continue the selection of jurors for 
the Haywood case now on here. 

Before the case itself was taken 
up. Judge Wood brought to atten- 
tion the long write-ups in to-day's 
capitali-t press of the interview with 
Marry Orchard given to, or rather, 
forced upon, the representatives of 
1 he Associated Press yesterday. The 
Ada County public prosecutor was 
ordered lo proceed against those re- 
sponsible tor the affair, and it is 
<iv ; te possible that Governor Gooding, 
who arranged the interview, will be 
adjudged guilty of contempt. 

The reports, which were sent all 
over the United States, were of a na- 
ture calculated to restore confidence 
in the now thoroughly discredited 
character and alleged "confession" of 
Harry Orchard, the prosecution's 
chief witness. The reports detailed 
how wonderfully prison life had 
changed him for the belter, his 
health being 'perfect." his mind 
"clear," "unmistakably serene," and 
•sane,"' and hi- moral make-up 
beautifully tinged with a new glow 
of "religious fervor," and "exalta- 
tion." induced, it was said, by copious 
study of "ecclesiastical history." 
Everything possible was said to re- 
vive the belief, shown by the re- 
sponses of the prospective jurymen 
when tinder examination to be now 
long dead, that the prosecution's star 
witness was a man of honor and un- 
impeachable reliability. The inter- 
view was arranged by Governor 
Gooding, solely with the purpose of 
influencing the future jurymen. 

A tremendous excitement was, of 
course. the result when Judge Wood, 
immediately after the court had been 
called to order, brought up the mat- 
ter of the reports. Stating that he 
had read in the morning papers ar- 
ticles concerning the Orchard inter- 
view the Judge declared the publica- 
tions were highly Improper, coining 
as they did during the empaneling of 
the jury. 

"While they appear to the court as 
not precisely in contempt." Judge 
Wood said, "they are nevertheless 



calculated to influence the jury in 
this case. Something must be done 
to prevent a recurrence of this if we 
are ever to get a jury. The court is 
much surprised at this publication at 
this time, and will be glad to hear 
from counsel on the subject." 

Hawlcy, the senior counsel for the 
prosecution, was first to jump up de- 
fending the Associated Press and 
Governor Gooding. - 

"This affair could only injure the 
State," he declared. "We are now 
and always were opposed to the pub- 
lication of anything at any time tend- 
ing to prejudice possible jurors. Just 
how the court can prevent a recur- 
rence except by a public request to 
the newspapermen, I don't see." 

Judge Wood immediately knocked 
spots out of this boast of Haw/ley's 
that a similar occurrence could not 
be prevented, by answering: 

"If the purpose of these publica- 
tions was to influence the jury there 
is a way to reach it." 

At this, Hawley wisely capitulated, 
saying: "If the court's request does 
not prove sufficient, its power might 
be well exerted to prevent any recur- 
rence in the future. We of the prose- 
cution will heartily assent to ( any 
method the court may adopt," he 
added. 

Attorney Richardson of the de- 
fense then rose to express his opin- 
ion of the attempted wholesale jury- 
tixing. He said: 

"I don't know and I don't say that 
these publications came from the 
prosecution, but they are very ob- 
vious." Then he courteously con- 
tinued: "The presence of prospec- 
tive jurots alone prevents my saying 
what I would otherwise.' 

Upon this display of fair-minded- 
ness, Judge Wood ordered all the 
members of the jury and the re- 
mainder of the special panel of 100, 
out of the court during the discus- 
sion. Then, and not till then, did 
Attorney Richardson proceed. 

"In the first place," said Richard- 
son, "I want to exonerate counsel 
for the prosecution from what has 
occurred. This man Orchard, atter 
being secluded for fifteen months, is 
suddenly made accessible at this 
time while we are in the midst of 
jury selection. 

"It became evident in the examina- 
tion of one of the jurors the other 
day that there was some prejudice, 
perhaps, against this man Orchard 
and his testimony. Thereupon the 
Governor of this State organizes a 
party and takes the newspaper fra- 
ternity—not all, but the representa- 
tives of the Associated Press and 
that portion of the press which is 
reporting the trial agreeably and col- 
orably— down to the penitentiary, of 
which he is the supreme officer, and 
has them interview this man. 

"It was done, your honor, for the 
express purpose of influencing these 
jurors, to give credence to this wit- 
ness. 

"It was a dastardly outrage on this 
defendant. Anything that the court 
can do to protect itself and to pro- 
tect his defendant and insure to him 



the fair trial to which he is entitled, 
will be heartily seconded by us. 

"We do not -believt the attorneys 
for the prosecution are responsible. 
We have been watching them closely, 
and if they think they have done any- 
thing that we do not know they are 
niMch mistaken. 

"I call on them now to denounce 
these things as emphatically as we 
have done. 

"We especially object to the pur- 
ported interview of the governor, 
saying what he had done to estab- 
lish the credence of the witness. If 
it was not patent before that the 
governor of this state never in- 
tended that this defendant should 
have a fair trial, it is very evident 
now." 

When Attorney Richardson had 
concluded, Attorney Darrow fol- 
lowed to give further emphasis to 
the position of the defense in the 
matter. ' 

"There can be but one purpose in 
this joint reception of Governor 
Gooding and his friend Orchard," 
said he. "It was to influence the 
case at this time. I scarcely know 
how to frame my attitude in proper 
language. It seems to me that this 
effort to give Orchard credence must 
have come from the disclosures made 
here as to the attitude of certain 
talesmen. 

"Orchard's published statement \p 
the Associated Press correspondents 
is nothing but maudlin, religious 
idiocy. Every man must know that 
the statement of the governor as to 
Orchard's waiver of immunity is 
manifestly untrue. It is absurd to 
think that a man would willingly put 
the halter around his neck." 

Darrow, as well as Richardson, ex- 
onerated the prosecution from any 
hand in the matter, but denounced 
the incident as the most flagrant at- 
tempt to influence a juror he had ever 
seen. 

I.and-frauder Borah, associate 
counsel for the prosecution, followed 
Darrow. He raged and expostulated 
»«"C/»v»otc*' »r k"«w "whv the Asso- 
cia-cd Press couldn't see Harry Or- 
chard if it wanted to." He couldn't 
see how the published interview 
could in any way prejudice the case 
of the defendant. 

The conclusion of the scene was 
that Judge Wood instructed the 
cpunty district attorney to make a 
thorough investigation of the mat- 
ter, and then to proceed with full 
vigor against the responsible per- 
sons.

To The Industrial Union Bulletin : 
Without being conscious of the fact, 
capitalism, with its highly co-operative 
subdivision of labor, for the profit of the 
capitalist class, has united the working 
class, irrespective of race, creed or sex. 
until this dividend-producing unity has 
reached a point of perfection where 
numerous crafts arc workitiR together 
in such a way as to form the now well- 
known, but only partially understood, 
modern giant, called industry. There 
ire those who. reasoning from these 
facts, concluded that if this co-operation 
of numerous related crafts organized 
into one industry for the benefit of high 
profits in favor of the capitalist was 
possible, the working! class might or- 
ganize the various crafts into one indus- 
trial organization for the exclusive bene 
fit of the working class, with the object 
in view of reducing profits by raising 
wages, until a point is reached where 
Ihc worker gets the full product of his 
labor, leaving to the capitalist shirker 
the right to cither work at the sam- 
tcrms or pay the penalty imposed by 
natural laws— the right to die. Such aii 
organization is the I. W. W., since it 
alone united the working class indus- 
trially, irrespective of race, creed or 
sex, and that is the reason for the per- 
secution of its officers, such as Mover, 
Haywood, Pcttibone, St. John, Preston. 
Smith, and others. To my mind, the 
time has come when nothing but corre- 
sponding political unity, reflected by the 
T. W. W., can save those men ; therefore 
the I. W. W. to be up to date in the 
progress of events, ought to launch its 
own political pnrtv as soon as the 
necessary discussion of the question will 
permit. What is needed now is action 
that is political and industrial as well. 
What is political economy? Political 
economy deals with the abolition of 
waste in the production and distribution 
of wealth.

Note: "Hence the enigmatical 
character of the equivalent form 
which escapes the notice of the 
hourgeoi.se political economist until 
this form, completely developed, 
confronts him in the shape of money. 
He then seeks to explain away the 
mystical character of gold and silver 
by substituting for them less daz- 
zling commodities, and by reciting, 
with ever-renewed satisfaction, the 
catalogue of all possible commodi- 
ties which at one time or another 
have played the part of equivalent. 
He has not the least suspicion that 
the most simple expression of value, 
such as 20 yards of linen = 1 coat, 
already propounds the riddle of the 
equivalent form for our solution." 

Q. The body of the commodity 
that serves as the equivalent figures 
as the materialization of — what? 

A. "Of human labor in the ab- 
stract." 

Q. And what is it at the same 
time the product of? 

A. "Some specifically useful con- 
crete labor." 

Q. This concrete labor becomes, 
therefore, the medium for expressing 

what? 

A. "Abstract human labor." 

Q. If. on the one hand, the coat 
ranks as nothing but the embodi- 
ment of abstract human labor, so, on 
the other hand, the tailoring which is 
actually embodied in it counts as 
nothing but — what? 

A. "The form under which that 
abstract labor is realized." 

Q. In the expression of value of 
the linen, does the utility of the tail- 
oring consist in making clothes? 

A. "No." 

Q. What docs it consist in? 

A. "In making an object which 
we at once recognize to be value, and 
therefore to be a congelation of 
labor, but of labor indistinguishable 
from that realized in the value of the 
linen." 

Q. In order to act as such a 
mirror of value, the labor of tailor- 
ing must reflect nothing besides — 
what? 

A. "Its own abstract quality of 
being human labor generally." 

Q. What, then, is the second pe- 
culiarity of the equivalent form? 

A. "It is that concrete labor be- 
comes the form under which its op- 
posite, abstract human labor, mani- 
fests itself." 

Q. But because this concrete la- 



bor, tailoring in our case, ranks as. 
and is directly identified with, un- 
differentiated human labor, it also 
ranks as identical with any other sort 
of abor, and therefore w.th that em- 
bodied in the linen? 
A. "Yes." 

Q. Consequently, although, like 
ail other commodity-producing la- 
bor, it is ^e labor of private indi- 
viduals, yet. at the 'same time, it 
ranks as labor directly social in its 
character? 

A. "Yes." 

Q. This is the reason why it re- 
sii ts in a product directly exchange- 
able with other commodities? 

A. "Yes." 

Q. What, then, is a third peculi- 
arity ot the equivalent form? 

A "That the labor of private in- 
dividuals takes the form of its op- 
posite labor directly social in its 
form. 

Note: "The two latter peculiari- 
ties of the equivalent form will be- 
come more intelligible if we go back 
to the great thinker who was the 
hrst to analyze so many forms, 
whether of thought, society, or Na- 
ture, and among them also the form 
of value. I mean Aristotle. 

'"In the first place, he clearly 
enunciates that the money-form of 
commodities is only the further de- 
velopment of the simple form of 
value 1. c.. of the expression of the 
value of one commodity in some 
other commodity taken at random— 
for he says: 

"5 beds = 1 house is not to be 
distinguished from 

" > beds =t so much money. 

" He further sees that the value re- 
lation which gives rise to this ex- 
pression makes it necessary that the 
house should qualitatively be made 
the equal of the bed, and that, with- 
out such an equalization, these two 
clearly different things could not be 
compared with each other as com- 
mensurable quantities. 'Exchange,' 
he says, cannot take place without 
equality, and equality not without 
commensurability.' Here, however, 
he comes to a stop and gives up the 
further analysis of the form of value. 
'It is, however, in reality, impossible 
that such unlike things can be com- 
mensurable,' i. c., qualitatively equal. 
Such an equalization can only be 
something foreign to their real na- 
ture, consequently only 'a makeshift 
for practical purposes." 

"Aristotle, therefore, himself tells 
us what barred the way to his fur- 
ther analysis. It was the absence of 
any concept of value. What is that 
equal something, that common sub- 
stance, which admits of the value of 
the beds being expressed by a house? 
Such a thing, in truth, cannot be, 
says Aristotle. And why not? Com- 
pared with the beds, the house does 
represent something equal to them, 
in so far as it represents what is 
really equal, both in the beds and the 
house, and that is— human labor." 

"There was, however, an important 
fact which prevented Aristotle from 
seeing that, to attribute value to com- 
modities, is merely a mode of ex- 
pressing all labor as equal human 
labor, and consequently as labor of 
equal quality. Greek society was 
founded upon slavery, and had, 
therefore, for its natural basis the in- 
equality of men and of their labor- 
powers. The secret of the expres- 
sion of value, namely, that all kinds 
of labor are equal and equivalent, 
because, and so far as they are hu- 
man labor in general, cannot be dis- 
ciplined until the notion of human 
equality has already acquired the 
fixity of a popular prejudice. This, 
however, is possible only in a so- 
ciety in which the great mass of the 
produce of labor takes the form of 
commodities, in which, consequently, 
the dominant relation between man 
and man is that of owners of com- 
modities. The brilliancy of Aris- 
totle's genius is shown by this alone, 
that he discovered, in the expression 
of the value of commodities, a rela- 
tion of equality. The peculiar condi- 
tions of the society in which he lived 
alone prevented him from discovering 
what, 'in truth.' was at the bottom of 
this equality."

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Mover's Career Traced 

Mrs. George W. Moyer, slster-ln-law 
to ( haries H. Moyer, was Interviewed 
at her daughter's home In San Jose, 
Cal.. regarding the statement printed 
In 'ho Chle:tgo Journal that Moyer had 
nerved n term In Jollet penitentiary 
on the ehirge of burglary. 

After reading the dispatch from Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Moyer stated: "I have 
known Charley Moyer ever since he 
was a little boy, nnd know that he 
never was In any penitentiary In his 
life on a burglary charge. He Is not 
that kind of a man. 

"When it Is nlleged that he wai In 
.lol^et, we know positively that he was 
in the Black Hills of Montana, where 
he went as a young man. He was 
about eighteen years old at the time. 
He was very sickly and was not ex- 
pected to live. We thought at the time 
that a stay In the mountains would do 
him good, so he left Boone, fowa, and 
went west to Montana, where he lived 
for several years. From there he went 
to Head wood and Spcarflsh Lake In the 
Dakotas. where he engaged In mining 
and range riding. 

"He never was a farmer, that I know 
positively, for he was never strong 
enouch, or Inclined that way. The de- 
scription of his eyes and hair docs not 
tally with that printed In the newspa- 
pers. His eyes are very dark and his 
hair is black. All his family had dark 
eyes nnd black hair, with the exception 
of his brother Frank, who was very 
fair. 

"During the time he was in the 
West we corresponded with him fre- 
quently, and we have letters to dis- 
prove any statement that he was in 
prison In 1886, as It has been alleged. 

"Charley Moyer la not built of that 
type. I would rather believe him to 
be quick-tempered and Inclined to be 
stubborn In his ways, but there is not 
a particle or the sneak about him. 
Honest and above board, Charley 



Moyer is a natural born leader of men 
I and the present persecution— not proa- 
ecutlon-is a well-laid scheme to down 
him and rob him of his Influence 
! nmong the laboring classes. I don't 
j think thty will succeed, for Ood and 
j Justice will prevail.

V*. Moyer, Is heart broken over the 
present trouble, and I am doing all I 
can to keep from him every newspaper 
that hns anything in It regarding the 
case. We shall do everything In our 
power to help Charley out of this 
trouble and sincerely hope that he will 
come out all right. We sympathise 
with his wife and hope she will keep 
up until the outcome of the trial "

The capitalist class is just as alert to 
its interests and will pursue the same 
murderous tactics in New York state 
as in Colorado and Idaho when an op 
i-ortunilv makes it possible. 

\bout the first of May the organizing 
Committee of Local 43 of I. VV. VV. was 
approached by workers of the Inter- 
national Railway Co., with the request 
that the T cal make an effort to organ- 
ize the men. After making a careful 
study of the conditions under which the 
men work, the committee came to the 
inclusion that the workers were ripe 
>r revolt, as the pay is small and the 
working conditions arc very bad. 

The moment the organizing committee 
took active steps, its individual mem- 
bers were surrounded by spotters, thugs 
and police hirelings, and all employees 
who expressed their discontent by talk- 
ing "union" were discharged. 

About the toth inst. a notice appeared 
in the Buffalo Morning Express, stat- 
ing that the I. R. R. Co. had increased 
the pay of the employees about toe. per 
hour, to take effect the 1st of June, the 
yearly increase being "$75,000." Simul- 
taneous with the appearance of this, a 
hunch of discontents was fired to em- 
phasize the point. This little sop has 
done nothing but increase the appetites 
of the workers for more. The commit- 
tee redoubled its activitv and on May 
14 Fellow- Worker Delaney was arrested 
at the VValden car barns by a detective 
sergeant in plain clothes, while distribut- 
ing epics of the enclosed leaflet. On 
being taken before Municipal Judge 
Uodson he was lectured soundly, not for 
distributing circulars without a license, 
but for showing ttt.it "defiant spirit 
which must he crushed." and for "sass- 
ing" the officer who arrested him. Dur- 
ing the interview which followed, the 
judge informed Fellow-Worker Delanev 
that "the I. VV. VV. was not very popular 
in Buffalo, and we want you to know it." 
and fined him $to and costs, which was 
finally remitted on his paying the cost. 

May 15 Fellow- Workers Clair and 
Brook were distributing the same cir 
ciilar on the corner of Main and Vir- 
ginia streets, when they were arrested 
without a word of warning and locked 
np in the station house, where they re- 
mained about five hours, when they were 
bailed out bv Roris Reinstein. This 
morning the accused were taken before 
Police Judge Nash. who. with one of 
the 1 R. R. Co.'s times at his elbow to 
egg him on hv false statements, hut to 
the disgust of this desirable citizen, the 
indge suspended sentence. The thug 
complained that the fellow workers were 
talking to moformen and distracting 
their attention, so thev were liable to 
run over and iniure some one 

The I VV. VV. is in the field to stay 
and we hope to make *thc Industrial 
Workers of the World so unpopular 
with the capitalist class and its hirelings 
here in Ruffalo that thev will move out 
and leave the worker in full possession 
of their own.

The past week has been another 
busy one.

furnished the membership. On the 
other hand, the I. VV.

We arc informed that the execu- 
tive board of the 1. B. of VV. & S. M.

While we do 
not think the companies will recog- 
nize— still the strike is against the 
I. VV. VV. — and us soon as we ascer- 
tain the truth, Local 330 will take im- 
mediate steps to call off the strike as 
far as the I. VV. VV. is concerned. 
We do not propose either to allow 
the 1.

From Goldfield Jail 

Vincent St. John, who, from present 
Indications, will be elected delegate 
for the I. VV. W. to the Stuttgart con- 
gress, writes cheerily from the Gold- 
field Jail, where he Is now confined 
with his assoeiiites, all of them having 
been removed from Hawthorne, the 
former county seat. He says he haa 
"all aorta of time on his hands," but 
a large correspondence enables him to 
use much of It to advantage. He will 
seek to be liberated on bonds, but the 
chances for success are slim. 

On the 14th of May Judge Langan 
at Goldfield denied a motion to quash 
the Indictment against St. John and 
others. The defendants must there- 
fore stand trial. At the hearing each 
of them pleaded "Not guilty." 

Mr. Hangs, for the defense, then 
asked If the court could fix a time for 
the trial of the defendants. Judge 
I^angan replied that he was anxious 
to dispose of all criminal matters on 
the calendar at the earliest possible 
date, but that he cculd do nothing until 
after a conference with the district at- 
torney's office. He then directed Dep- 
uty District Attorney Walsh to ap- 
pear at 1:30 oVIoek for the purpose of 
advising the court as to the condition 
of the criminal eases.

thousands of acres of timber lands. 
The story of the robbery of the pub- 
lic domain in Colorado, Wyoming, 
Utah and Oregon is repeated here 
The difference is that the Ida- 
ho ring has succeeded, through polit- 
ical power, in warding off punishment 
until now it is a question whether 
the statute of limitation does not in- 
tervene and make punishment impos- 
sible. This plea is set up by the in- 
dividuals confronted by indictments. 

The Republican boss of the State, 
Senator-elcet William E. P.orah, sev- 
eral former State officials and a 
score of minor satellites, are under in- 
dictment for conspiracy to defraud 
the Government. -The Grand Jury 
has adjourned until June 17, but these 
indictments have not been made pub- 
lic, for political reasons. 

Five true bills were returned, one 
against John Kinkaid, a former State 
Senator. John I. Wells. L. M. Pritch- 
ard, Patrick H. Downs and John Kin- 
kaid, were indicted for conspiracy to 
defraiud. and A. E. Hunter for per- 
jury. The other indictments, involv- 
ing former State officials and Borah, 
are said to be locked up in the safe 
of the clerk of the Federal Court 
upon instructions from Washington. 

Senator Borah is special counsel for 
the State in the prosecution of Mover 
and Haywood, and the Department 
of Justice has suppressed the indict- 
ments until the case against the Fed- 
eration officials is tried The men in- 
dicted with llorah were close person- 
al and political friends of Gov. Frank 
Stcuncnbcrg, and gossip has it that 
the Government did not wish to pre- 
judice the case of the State by making 
public the true bills. There is no 
other theory plausible for tl:» ad- 
journment of the jury, and the sup- 
pression of the indictments. Especi- 
ally is this true when an appeal by 
the dominant political power of the 
State was made directly to Attorncy- 
Cieneral Honapartc and the President 
when the indictment were voted. 
This appeal was followed by summons 
on District-Attorney Ruich to appear 
in Washington with a transcript of 
the evidence taken by the Grand Jury. 

An influential friend of the Sena- 
tor-elect first scurried to Washington. 
Itorah followed and dispatches from 
this field of bottled-up news set forth 
that the Senator was a "victim of 
a conspiracy of labor unions." This 
is ridiculous. The minors have no 
union in Hoisc and the other unions 
arc passive. They have taken no ac- 
tion except to demand a fair trial for 
the accused. Ruick and his bundle of 
evidence are floating about somewhere 
in the East, and the lid has been 
clapped down hard in the Federal 
Courts here -Special Correspondence

Idaho Timber Wolves 

nnisr. Ida . May 11.— The raid of 
waV lost for the "Rig Stick" <">n the Idaho timber 
wolve« has suddenly stopped jttst 
when success was most assured. A 
few hides of . the trailers of the pack 
are nailed up. Many of the leaders 
are in the toils, but when the 
slaughter was about to begin the arm 
which swung the club became para- 
lyzed. A complaint known as politi- 
cal necessity suddenly developed, 
which way take many months to cure. 

It is rough on Uncle Sam. whose 
pocket has been picked of $1,000,000 
in timber lands in Southern Idaho. 
He fared but little better in Northern 
Idaho, where two prominent citizens 
are under indictment for filching other 



Sherman Bell Demands Fair; Trial for 
Haywood 

Denver. Colo., May 19-"That fight 
at Boise is not my fight and I have 
kept out of it so far, but I want to 
say right now that I won't stand for 
any jobbery of the men on trial and 
if I sec any attempted I shall act. 

"I shall not appear as a witness ex- 
cept of my own volition and I can- 
not say now that I shall go in this 
way. but if any attempt is made to 
'job' the prisoners or any attempt to 
use mo as a tool by either the West- 
ern Federation of Minors or the mine 
owners, 1 give notice now that 1 shall 
take a hand, and this notice applies 
especially to the mine owners." 

This is the declaration of Sherman 
Picll, adjutant general of Colorado 
during the Peabody administration, 
who was the most prominent person 
in the labor war. 

" They will never be able to hear all 
the witnesses. They will run along 
this >car and the next and the chances 
are the men accused of murders in 
Colorado and being tried in Idaho 
will be kepi in jail ten years. 

"Why should they try these men in 
Idaho? During the troubles here and 
before the murder of Stettncnbcrg 
there were seventy-five persons 
killed in Colorado; at least they are 
dead One man was killed in Idaho, 
and yet they take men from Colo- 
rado "to Idaho to try them for crimes 
committed in Colorado. Why don't 
they trv them here? Wc have courts. 
Is it because they arc afraid!' 

"The whole thing is a farce. It 
is unfair and un-American. 1 detest 
ihc principles of Moyor and Haywood, 
but I think thev should get a square 
deal. 

'You can say for Sherman Hell 
that those men are in reality being 
tried in Idaho, not for the murder of 
Steuenenberg, but (or murders in 
( olorado. and that the place to try 
them is Colorado. I'nt wherever they 
are tried I shall do all in my power 
to sec that they get a square deal." 

I Sherman Mcll is remembered as 
a former Colorado sheriff who failed 
to collect from the State and the mine 
owners his fees for services rendered 
against the W. F. of M. At this dis 
tanoc from the scene of action it looks 
as if Hell was holding his bill as a 
club over the prosecution, that is over 
I ho mine owners. His antagonism to 
the W. F. of M. has been so bitter 
that it lends no color of belief to the 
above story.]
